A Daring Escap> 

General de Negricr was one of the 
French officers who succeeded in es-

Eyes of the Starfish 

At the end of each arm in the com- 
mon Starfish there is a littlé red eye. 
It is sheltered at the base of the term- 
inal tube foot which has become alto- 
gether sensory. The eye or eye cush- 
ion shows little cups each closed by 
a lens lined by red, rodlike sensory 
cells, clothed externally by supporting 
cells and containing a transparent wa- 
tery substance. Hellmuth Plessner 
made a number of experiments at Hel- 
igoland in order to discover how much 
a starfish sees with these eyes or eye 
spots, ‘The answer is, not very much. 
It does not form an image nor does it 
perceive a moving’ object. But it has 
considerable sensitiveness in disting- 
nishing different degrees of light and 
shade. Even the skin of the starfish 
is responsive to differences of illumin- 
ation in the immediate vicinity, but by 
means of its eyes the starfish becomes 
aware of distant illumination that dit 
fers, either positively or negatively, 
from that of the immediately surround- 
ing area.

For this dish 
take two pounds neck of mutton, two 
turnips, carrots, two onions, one heap- 
}Ing tablespoonful of flour, one heap- 
ing tablespoonful of butter, twelve pre- 
served cherries, juice of balf a lemon, 
one tablespoonful of mushroom ketch- 
up, four tomatoes, two el!pfuls of stock, 
salt and pepper. Wipe the meat; then 
cut it Into neat, small pieces. Melt the 
butter and then fry the meat brown on 
both sides. Remove the meat, sprirkle 
in the flour and brown it carefully, says 
Good Housekeeping. Add tbe stock 
and stir until it boils. Put the meat

MORE “LABEY” STORIES.

« Loved a Joke. ° 

“Labby” was never taken sorious- 
ly as a politician, but the world en-. 
joyed him as a jester, and that (he 
world was right in tts estimate of 
him is provgd by ‘The Life of Ienry 
Labouchere,” by his nephew, Mr. Al- 
gar Labouchere Thorold, which have 
just been published. He ar ffered 
two great disappointments in the 
course of his political career—Mr. 
Gladstone failed to include bim in 
the 1892 Ministry, and Lord Rose- 
bery refused to make him ambassa- 
tor at Washington. We cannot won- 
der at either decision; but we can 
admire the philosophic vein in which 
“Labby’’ accepted defeat. “Tt should 
never be forgotten,” says his bio- 
grapher, “that. Henry Labouchere 
was, in fact, a Frenchman. French 
by birth, he remained, to the day of 
his death, Freneh in his method of 
formation of opinion, in bis outlook 
on life, in the peculiar quality of his 
wit. It was this that enabled, or 
rather obliged, him to take that 
curiously detached view of English 
ideals which was at times so discon- 
certing even to those who thought 
that they understood him.”

“His Royal Highness is uffering a 
little intermally, and it 5 thought 
that this is due to the acilk of the 
wet nurse having been slightly sour 
yesterday evening."’ Labouchere 
telegraphed. this to the Forejgn Of- 
fice, 

How young “Labby’’ concealed a 
piece of truantry by denying his 
identity -to his cwn father in Lou- 
don and slipping back to Cambridge 
in time to a-ticipate parental - sus- 
picions is well known. The boy who 
tricked his parent was the man in 
aftes years who could play the wit 
upon his father’s memory. ‘The 
identities of his father and uncle, 
Lord Taunton, were confused one 
day by a gentleman to whom Henry 
was introduced for the first time. 
“The stranger opened ihe conversa- 
tion by remarking, ‘I have just 
heard your father make a remark- 
able speech in the House of Lords.’ 
‘The House of Lords!’ replied Mr, 
Labouchere, assuming an air-of in- 
tense interest, ‘well, I always have 
wondered where my father went to 
when he died.’

HE IS A FRENCH-CANADIAN OB. 
} THE OLD SCHOOL, 


Napoleon Bourassa Is Typical of the 
French Race In Canada at Its 
Finest—He Is a Painter, Archi-« 
tect and Decorator and Also a 
Novelist — Merried Papincau’s 
Youngest Daughter. 


Thousands know UWenri Bourassa, 
the picturesque schoolmaster of the 
Nationalists; tens of thousands have 
read his articles and heard him speak. 
Very few know much’ or anything 
about his fathor, Napoleon Bourassa. 
But to. the select little world of art 
and literature in the Province of Que- 
bec, the patriarchal old man of let- 
ters, upon whose face is written no- 
bleness of character and loftiness of 
thought, holds a larger share of re- 
spect and affection than is even claim- 
ed by his brilliant offspring from the 
most devoted of his followers, 

Napoleon Bourassa epitomizes the 
highest type of the eultured French- 
Canadian of the old school. At the 
age of eighty-five he can look back 
upon a life of noble endeavor to cul-

tivate a taste for art and letters 
atnong bis people. In this he labored 
not in-yain, and old Quebec has many 
lasting monuments to his genius. 
| When a very young man he courted 
‘and won the hand of the youngest 
and most talented daughter of that 
famous Freneh-Canadian reformer, 
| Papineau. She died in 1869, after 
twelve years of a happily married 
, life, and Bourassa, still a young man, 
threw himself heart and soul into 
painting. He studied for some time 
under the late Theophille Hamel, ‘at 
| Quebec and Toronto, and was laicr 
for three years at Florence and 
Rome. During this time he was much 
{ with Overleck, the German religious 
| painter, and followed his methods 
closely. In 1880 he was chosen by 
the Marquis of Lorne as a member of 
the newly-established Royal Academy 
| of Arts, aud served as its vice-presi- 
dent, 

The church of Notre Dame <e 
Lourdes, Montreal, is an example of 
his powers as architect, painter and 
decorator, and even in recent years 
he has designed many fine churches 
in Canada and the United States, 

Mr. Bourassa is not unknown to 
French-Canadian literature, and is 
the author of ‘Jaques et Marie,’”* an 
historical romance relating to the de- 
parture of the unhappy Acadtans in 
1755, as well as several volumes of 
lectures. At the age of eighty-five be 
is still hale and heaity.
